In the Atlantic for-September there 
is an interesting and sensible article by 
E.V.Smalley on the above subject. “In 
no civilized country,” he says, “have the 
cultivators of the soil adapted their 
home life so badly to the conditions of 
nature as have the people of our great 
north western prairies.” He describes 
the life of the European peasant who 
lives in a villiage where considerable 
social enjoyment is ‘possible and where 
something occurs daily to break the 
monotony of daily labor and privation, 
and contrasts with it the life ofa set- 
tler on the 
prairies, where social enjoyment is near-

If there be 
any region the

cold winter,and where there is little in 
the aspect of nature to furnish food for 
thought ; and if the dreariness of farm 
life on ‘the prairies is to be remedied at 
all it must be by abandoning the isolut- 
ed farm house. The people must draw 
together in villages. Mr. Smalley 
sees no difficulty in the way. There is 
now nolongera necessity that the 
farmers should live upon the particular 
tracts they cultivate. Titles to home- 
stead claims are in nearly all cases per- 
fected, and where the land is all of 
uniform value and fertility it would be 
entirely feasible tore-divide the land so 
that the villegera could yo out in the 
morning with their teams to till the 
fields and return at evening to village 
homes. In the words of our writer :— 
“Let us suppose that the owners of 
Zixteen quarter section farms lying ina 
body and forming four full sections 
should agree to move their homes to the 
centre of the tract, and run new divid- 
ing lines radiating to the outer bound- |

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STEAM HEATED CARS. 


THE NEW SYSTEM NOW BEING INTRODUC- 
ED ON THE C. P. B. 


Winn1pep, Nov. 6.—The dining car 
“Buckingham” has just left the C.P.R. 
car shops here, having been thoroughly 
refitted and removated for the winter 
service .This car is furnished with the 
most modern and luxurious appoint- 
ments addis equipped with the new 
consolidated car heating apparatus, 
which will add much to the comport of 
the travelling public. The system is 
known as the McElroy ‘“Commingler,” 
and is the most satisfactory method of 
heating hy steain direct from the loco- 
motive which is at present in use. 


Practical experience has demonstrat 
ed that the heating capacity of the 
“Commingler” is several times as great 
a3 that of any “Baker” or other water 
heater, and it capable of heating 
several cars by a single water circuit, 
if they are properly connected together 
The amount of heat can likewise be 
regulated to meet the requirements of 
the mildest weather. 


The great capacity of the arrange- | 


ment is due to the direct action of the 
steam upon the water of circulation, 
caused by the steam discharging itself 


ithin the body of th itself. 
ee  Aesonaiit nikita ‘Downing and his company tried to give 


contract of the steam and water taking 
place within a pearshaped body, which 
is called the “commingler” proper. The 
flow of steam is broken in hundreds of 


small jets within a body of quartz peb- |: 


bles insuch amanner as to silently 
force the “commingler,” after impart- 
ing to it the entire heat of the stream. 
By giving the proper form and direct- 
ion to the steam jets within the ‘com- 
mingler” a foreed as well as a gravity 
circulation is reapily obtained, and it 
is the addition of this feature of forced 
circulation which enables the “com- 
mingler” to move the water through 
such large circuits. Any amount of 
piping that may be found desirable can 
he placed in a car. It is well under- 
stood by those using any fori of water 
henter that inspection at frequent 
intervals is necessary to see that the 
pipes are always full and that a euffi- 
cient depth of water is maintained 
in the expansion drum to permit of a 
flow at all times between the - entcring 
and out-going pipes. With the ‘com- 
mingler” system this difficulty does not 
occur for the reason that the system is 
kept constantly filled by the steam con- 
densation which takes place within the 
commingler, and thus the water in the 
expansion drum is always level with 
the top of the overflow pipe. Five 
pounds of steam pressure is sufficient 
to heat the largest car in the coldest 
weather, and the liability to freeze up 
is obviated by the whole apparatus be- 
irg placed within thecar. Another 
advantage of the system is that cars 
when not required for use can be read- 
ily disconnected and the apparatus 
again brougnt into use when thev are

Homestead Regulations. 


All even-numbered sections of Doseioion: 


Lands in Manitoba or the North-West ‘Terri- 
tories, except Sand 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for settlers, or other purposes, may be home- 
steaded by any person wlio issele head of a 
family, or male over eighteen years of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 166 
acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersonally at the local 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteadecr desires, he 
may, on application to the Ministes of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Wiouipeg, receive author- 
‘ity for some one to make entry for him. A 
fee of $10is charged for an ordinary home- 
stead entry ; but for tancs which have been 
occupied an ‘additional {ce of $10 is charge- 
able to meet inspection and cancellation exe 


penses. 
HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the mresent law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
making application for entry the settler 
must declare uniler which of the following 
conditions he elects to holt his land :— 


1. Three years’ cultisation and residence 
during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six montha in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next priew to application 
for patent. Under this system 10 acres must 
be broken the first year afte entry, 15 add. 
ditional in the second, and 15 in the third 
yenr; 10 acres to Le in crop the second year 
and 25 acres the third year. | 


3. The five years’ system under which a 
settler may reside wny where for the firet two 
years (but must perfect his entry by com: 
mencing cultivation within 4ix months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, cropping those & acres and break- 
ing 10a: res additional the second year, and 
alxo building a habitable house before. the 
end of the secoml year.
